The proceedinys of the Sinn Fein Conven- 
tion were resumed yesterday at the Mansion 
House, Dublin. On the previous day, among 
the business done, was the adoption of a Con- 
stitution and scheme of organisation for the 
future government of Ireland. The organisation 
is to have a President (Mr. de Valera, who waa 
chosen op Thursday), two Vice-Presidents, two 
Hon. Secs., two Hon. Treasurers, four National 
Trustees, an annual Convention, a Supreme

Mr. L. Gir aell moved a resotytion expressing 

the titude of the Oonvention to Count 
Plunkett and to Mr. Arthur Griffith for having 
withdrawn from the contest for the Presidency, 
thus permitting Mr. de Valera to be elected 
unanimously. at was a noble act on behalf of 
Ireland's best living soldier. (Applause.) It 
was an exhibition of true, noble patriotism on 
the part of these two gentlemen, and should 
not allowed to pass without recognition. 
Their action was perhaps the 
bitterest Fa yet admiuisteréd to the enemy, 
home and foreign. He wanted the same spirit 
to pesmeate the whole country, and to animate 
every Sinn Fein club, and to get the best men 
and women in the country to co-operate in this 
movement to make it a national movement, and 
to co-operate like brothers and sisters in the 
common cause, (Applause.)

he commissioned ranks, too. After Loos a 
cargo of wounded officers was unloaded into this 
hospital, most of them subalterns not long from 
school. Yet the usual reply to questions sa to 
the nature of their hurt was: “Only a bullet 
wound.” Wo doubt, a bullet wound is not so 
painfu’ es the hideous tear made hy shell frag- 
ments, but to most of us, who fuss over our 
colds or our toothaches. it was amazing to hear 
a hurt of such a kind dismissed so lightly. 
There was a V.O. in that batch, too. 

Such being the character of the patients, it is 
pleasing to see how quickly the Cross comes 
to their relief.

MEATH DIOCESAN SYNOD. 


FOUNDATIONS OF PEACE, 
—-K—- 


DR. KEENE AND SINN FEIN. 

The third session of the sixteenth Synod of 
the Diocese of Meath was held yesterday in the 
Synod Hall, Dublin. The Bis of Meath (the 
Most Rev. J. B. Keene, D.D.) . 

In his address to the Synoa, the President 
first referred to the tragically sudden death of 
the Rev. Richard J. Merrin, which had de- 
prived the Synod of one of its most zealous 
and earnest workers, and one who never 
himeelf in the manifold activities of his parish. 
From the ranks of the laity they missed Colonel 

, who, with the utmost efficiency, 
filled the post of treasurer for the eastern 
division of the diocese for many years; and Mr. 
Chaloner and Mr. O'Connor Morris, other 
honoured members, that had been taken away.

aph in the report which was, he fel, a & 
é the honour Sf the diocese. He referred to 
the statement that many of their parishes at 
the beginning of the year had not qualified for 
payment of the incumbents’ stipend. if there 
were a deficit, it should be met by ramming the 

neral scale of contributions. He contessed 

a was disappointed that no better effort had 
been made to remove that reproach. Some 
parishes, he knew, could not bear their burden, 
and some had suffered heavily through sale of 
properties, where subscriptions had been with- 
drawn without any compensating gift; but for 
such special cases relief had been provided. 
Their Meow had been singularly fortunate in 
having had devoted Churchmen who left munifi- 
cent gifts for such a purpose, and in this respect 
he mentioned the namos of Cairnes, Bolton, and 
Magee, of the laity, and Maxwell Coote, of the 
clergy. There were ceitain grants under the 
control of the Central Church Body which were 
now undergoing revision. One of the condi- 
tions originally attached to twese grants was 
that an adequate effort should be made by the 

arish to meet them with local contributions. 

n case of failure on ths part of the parish to 
do what might reasonably be expected from it, 
themes was now a high probability that the 
grant would be withdrawn, or that the parish 
would lose its independent existence. He could 
not toe urgently direct the attention of the 
Synod to a matter of vital moment to the 
Church. The support given to the Auxiliary 
Fund showed what the Diocese of Meath could 
do wher it willed. The present exigency, 
which touched so closely the prosperity of their 
diocese, should appeal with yet greater force to 
every loyal het gon of the Church. The people 
should be thoroughly informed of the real neces- 
sity for effort, and, if meetings of vestries or of 
the general body of parishioners were held, he 
was sure, .1f so desired, a deputation from the 
Council would be ready to attend, and he would 
himeelf gladly help m any way im his power. 
His Lordship then referred to the list of 
parochial contributioss, and mentioned that the 
Archdeacon, on his retirement from Kelila, as- 
signed the entire stipend of his Archdeaconry 
and Canonry to the endowment of that parish/ 
Tt was pleasant to find that the contributiona to 
missions and charities showed an increase in 
both divisions of the diocese. There was an
